The Indians Ashury University,
located at Greencastle, Indiana, was chartered
in 1837 by the Legislature of the State. The
movement in which it originated began as
early aa 1836, when the Indiana Conference of
the Methodist Church resolved npon establigh-
ing an institution of learning,
is now nnder the control and patronage of the
four Conferences of the Church which are am-
braced within the limits of the State, In Juane,
1887, the Proparatory Departmeont was opened,
and in May, 1830, the Rev. Matthew Simpson,
now one of the Bishops of the Churoh, having
been elected President, the varions colle-
giate departments were regularly orga-
nised, In 1840 a classof 3 members gradu-
ated. The clagses have not, as yet, attained
high pumbers, the university being hampered
by a large preparatory department, which pro-
vents it from being more than a first-class
seminary, A Law and g Medical clarartmant
have been in operation during a portion of the
time. Bishop Simpson has ﬁa.d saveral aue-
ceggors in the Presidency, the present incnm-
bent being the Rev. Thomas Bowman, D, D,,
who has held the position sinoe 1858, The
whole number of graduates up to 1566 was
201 in the classical department, 29 in the
solentifio, 54 in the law, and 40 in the modical.
The number of students in attendance last
year was 11 seniors, 28 juniors, 35 sopho-
mores, and 85 freshmen—a total of 159 in the
Collegiate department, In addition to this,

Anderson, LL. D,, is at present President of
the University, and recently declined the
Presidency of Brown University, at Provi-
dence, R. L, preferring to continue his con-
nection with an institution towards the suno-
oeis of which he has contributed so much.

endowment. Before Mr. Cornell could obtain
a charter for his projected University, he was
compelled to submit to the extortion of several
members of the Btate Legislature who hap-
pened to hold the balanca of power. Through
their Influence, the charter was coupled with a
condition that Mr. Cornell should give §25,000
to Genesee College, This amount he paid over,
but the Legislature, at its racent session, passad
a bill refunding him the amount out of the
public purse,

As the first step towards the organization of
the University, the Trustees elected to the
office of President the Hon. Audrew . White,
LL. 1., a member of the State Senate from
ﬂnondagn county. BSenator White is a gradu.
ate of Yale College, an accomplished scholar
and writer, especially on historical subjeets,
and for several years hold the Professorship
of History and English Literature in the Uni-

has its origin in the munificence of the Hon.
Asa Packer, who, having been a leader in the |
industrial improvements of the Lehigh Valley,
has, with a wise and charitable foresight, de-
termined that he will also be a pioneer in the
educational improvement of that beautiful
region. To this end he made a donation of
&000, 000 in money, and an unorivalled site of
filty-six acres, about a quarter of a mile
from the railroad depot in South Bethlehem.
The Board of Trustess, to whom the govern-
ment of the University is confided, is under
the Presidency of the Right Rev, William
Bacon Btevens, D.D., Protestant Episcopal
Bishop of the Diocese of Pennsylvania, and

corps of professors, opened the University on
September 1, 1866, Packer Hall, a splendid |
edifice two hundred and thirteen feet long by
sixty broad, iz mow in progress of erection.
A sabstantial brick boilding called Cliristmas
Hall is at present nsed for the University ex-
ercises. The institution opened with virtually
but one class, which steadlly increased to forty
members, and there is good promise of larger
classes in the future.

The rcheme of education in the Lehigh
University differs essentially from that in most
other institutions. For two years—in the first
and second classes—students are taught the
basis seiences, which every young man ghould
learn, for whatever profession he be intended.
After that, for two years longer, there are
several technical schools. (he students in
which are called junior and senior schoolmen. |
These are at prosent the schools of Civil Ba-
neering, ‘qining and Metallurgy, Mechanical
_;.neef'rng, Analytical Chemistry, and Gene-
ral Literature. As soon as & student leaves
the second olass he enters any one of
these schools, according to the bent of his
mind, and prepares himself to enter upon his
profession in life. Students may also enter to
study any branches they please, to the exclu.
glon of the rest, This latter arrangement has
been made with special reference to young
men who are obliged to work a portion of the
day, or year, and who can only come to get a
limited amounnt of instruction, In each of the
schools the regular student takes o degree,
as oivil engineer, mining engineer, ete. ote,

A the valley of the Lehigh Is rapidly filling

With the object of forwarding the views
here set forth, the Special Sciences and Arts
will be divided between the nine following
Departments:—1. Agrioulture; 2. The Me-
chanical Aris; 3. Civil Engineering; 4. Com-
merce and Trade; 0. Mining; 6, Medicine and
Burgery; 7. Law; 8. Jurigprudence, Polltical
Soience, and History; 9. Edueation. In addi-
tion to these there will be thres general conrses
of Science, Literature, and the Arts, together
with & SBcientific and an Optional Course, The
first of these general conrses will resemble the
classical counrse of other institutions; in the
second general course, the German languags
will be substituted for the Greek; and in the
third both Greek and Latin will be ignored, in
behalf of French and German.

In order to place the Universily in opera.
tion, it is proposed to appoint at an early day
twenty-six Professors, to give instruoctions in
the departments of agriculture, mechanics,
civil engineering, minivg, and sclence, litera-
ture, and the arts, Sixtesn of these are to be
resident Professors, whose labors will neces-
parily be confined to the University; while
the remaining ten will be on duty only at
stated periods in the year. Buch is the pro-
jected outline of an institution which pro-
mises at no distant day to assume & leading
rank in the educational institutions of the
oountry.
